— Can 
anarchy thrive on a lull stomach? Or 
can I lie Democratic party wlu In 
times of national prosperity? 

Anarchy wit propagate Itself in 
ratio to the empty stomach In a uu- 
tion. and to the fact that there have 
been f> v empty stomachs In the 
I'nltcd Stales thus fur In Its career. 
Is due the credit of the sickly condi- 
tion of that movement among Ameri- 
cans.. What unrest there may huve 
been so far has found adequate ex- 
pression of sorlulisin of various de- 
grees. which has boon iulficlent not 
because it Is like anarchy but b<« 
cause It Is a radical change over ox 
tiling forms When bad condition: 
obtain among any runsidi ruble rum 
her of the population, tip? govern 
uient will he charged with it. 

Political parties remain dominant 
mi long as they serve the people gen- 
erally in a satisfactory manner, litre 
as In the anarchy, people whnt a 
change only when the existing au- 
thority become* oppressive or mani- 
festly , works hardship. Reducing 
the political situation in tho United 
Stale* to these principles, has the 
Kopubllcnti party gotten to the jioliil 
where the people will trouble them 
selves lo make a change? Have Ihe 
principles for which the party stands 
Omi t lived their usefulm ss or lw- omt 
oppressive? Who will answer these 
questions can any which party will 
lie successful next November. 

.lost as n full stomach takes the 
sting out oT anarchy, so does nation- 
al prosperity remove any effective 
complaint the opposition may have 
against the party in power. People 
may be mildly aroused by fiery de- 
nunciation, but if It rains on elec- 
tion day. or businesa Is moderately 
rushing, they won't consider that 
they have struck a blow at Ihe na- 
tion's vitality If they fall to vote, 
lu elections ns In all other affairs of 
life, self- hit crest la the actuating 
motive and If the only result of an 
election will be lo change master* 
the majority will prefer* in keep the 
old officer*, who have the added vir- 
tue of experience. 

Thi* principle Ir not merely true 
when the ttcpubliran party Is in pow- 
er and the Democratic party la Ihe 
opposition. Should Ihe Republican 
party fail lo keep apace with the 
growth of Ideas In the people, the 
Democrats will find the flank open 
for a successful attack, fur the party 
out of power generally ha* a better 
knowledge of popular sentiment. 
But when Ihe Republican party keeps 
apace wllh the character-dcvelop- 
meat of the people, as under Room'-' 
veil it ha*, there is little prospeet of 
Imniocratlc success. Had the Re- 
publican party clung lo Its ultra con- 
servative si and- pat policy through 
all the gtowih of popular idea* on 
corporate corruption, already Ii 
would have been a foregone conclu 
eion that the Democrat* would win 
text November.

— The 
American torpedo boat flotilla sailed 
yesterday for Para en route to the Pa 
clflc after a delay of twenty-four 
hours incident to the repair of dam- 
ages done yasterday when one of the 
pre pellers of the Whip pie fouled 
the anchor chain of the collier Fort- 
nna. Yesterday was a holiday on all 
ships of the American battleship 
fleet. All the big armor clads were 
dressed and decorated for Christmas 
day celebrations. The regatta was 
the big" event of the day. Between 
six and seven thousand American 
bluejackets were on shore this after- 
noon. The behavior of the sailor* 
has been excellent. 

The holiday spirit prevailed on the 
American fleet but was more 
like a celebration of the Fourth of 
July than that of the Christmas the 
men had known In colder climes. 
Decorations there were in plenty and 
wreaths of holly and evergreens 
swinging that had been brought along 
to keep alive remembrances of the 
day. There were special dinners in 
the mesarooms for the officers and 
turkey and other good things for the 
men. It was not given to the men 
of the torpedo boat flotilla to spend 
Christmas aFhore. for early In the 
morning with (lags flying and firing 
a salute to Admiral Evans' flag float- 
ing off the main truck of the battle- 
ship Connecticnt. they steamed away 
to Para, live days' journey. Yesterday 
not less than six or seven thousand 
bluejackets were allowed on shore 
and they entered Into the spirit of 
merry making with the towns people 
whose geniality and hospitality have 
known no boundB. The feature of 
the festivities was the tegatta In 
which many of the battleships had 
crews. Admiral Evans with his staff 
watched the struggles of the competi- 
tors from his launch.

Photographing Mar». 

The Andes photographs «r Mars 
were made with a large planetary 
camera which carries with It an am- 
plifying lens. This camera was fas- 
tened to the lowsr end of the large 
leleseape of 18-Inch lens, and each of 
file many little Images shown on the 
plates was taken separately. The tel- 
escope was adjusted so that the plan- 
et was In- the -center of the cantPra 
field; then the plate holder carrying 
Dio seusative plate jvas placed in the 
carrier of the planetry camera and 
set in position for the first Image, the 
side then being drawn from the plate 
holder. A bulb in the right hand 
opened the shutter of the camera, al- 
lowing the light from the planet to 
fall on the sensitive plate, with an ex- 
posure of about two seconds. Tip n a 
bulb in the left hand shifted the plate 
a quarter of an inch for the succeed- 
ing image; and so on through the eti. 
tire series of Images taken on one 
plate. Sometimes the plate was ar- 
ranged to shift f-oni right to left and 
sometimes In a vtytioal direction. 

Inasmuch as the photographs were 
made at night, virtually no light ex- 
cept that from Mars reached the 
plate, and the latter was not incaplc- 
ltated by one exposure front -receiv- 
ing other sensitive Impressions. 
About half an hour was consumed in 
taking the (HI Images on some of the 
plates, and eight or ten plates were 
exposed In one night's work. In all, 
about ten thousand negative images 
were taken. The plates here repro- 
duced represent the work that was 
done under the most favorable condi- 
tion of atmosphere. The one of July 
13, taken during the nearest approach 
of the planet to the earth, was at a 
distance of 38, 500. (MM) miles. When

Ills Criticism In Condensed Korin 
Kent to Oltlcm of Evans' Fleet 
For Consideration. 



Washington. Dec. 26. — Just how 
near he came to being sent ashore In 
• Trinidad aud allowed to make his 
'way bark home us best he could. 
Henry Heuterdshl, critic of the navy 
now on one of the battleship^ with' 
Admiral Tvans' fleet, may never 
know. In fact, ao far aa can be 
learned, he Is not clear of the dan- 
ger of betng sent ashore even yet. 
and drastic action may oe taken in 
hla case. 

Renterdahl, a murine artiat , and 
writer, sough( and aecuced permis- 
sion to make the trip with the fleet 
as the representative of a British 
service Journal. 

A few days after the ves»«>l sailed 
a magazine published an article 
written by him dealing In no mean* 
ured terras with alleged defects in 
the ships of the navy. 

The Impressions left In the minds 
of many by reading the Renterdahl 
article were that the ships were 
Junk, the nacal Instructors Incompe- 
tent and anyone so inclined could 
wipe the navy off the map by 4 few 
hours devoted to the tang. 

The president was Infuriated with 
the article and the secretary of the 
navy was equally Irritated. 

Wheu the prosident made no state 
ment for publication, thi aecrelary 
of the navy did say.
